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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


1967  has  given  us  some  small  progress  and,  as  seems 
to  be  inevitable,  some  not  so  small  problems. 

Progress  on  the  Town  pollution  control  has  moved 
slowly  but  it  appears  we  are  now  prepared  to  go  into 
construction  plans.  So  many  factors  control  our  direction 
it  is  of  necessity  a  slow  progress.  At  present  it  would 
seem  the  best  projection  for  going  into  construction,  and 
of  course,  the  financing  of  this  would  seem  to  be  perhaps 
four  or  five  years  from  this  date. 

The  parking  lot  fronting  Dustin  Park  on  Main  Street 
was  started  in  the  Fall  and  has,  even  in  its  incomplete 
state,  proven  to  be  most  useful  and  has  caused  many 
favorable  comments.  As  early  as  possible  this  Spring  it 
is  hoped  this  project  will  be  completed.  A  new  sidewalk 
and  granite  curbing  remains  to  be  installed.  We  would 
like  to  express  our  gratitude  for  the  very  helpful  contri- 
bution of  survey  and  layout  given  so  generously  by 
former  Selectman  Elwin  Hodgins.  It  was  greatly  ap- 
preciated. 

Upon  examination  of  the  Sargent  lot  on  Catamount 
Road,  the  Forestry  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  agreed 
to  harvest  the  saleable  lumber.  Selective  cutting  was 
done  and  the  lot  is  now  in  excellent  shape.  It  is  hoped 
similar  sales  may  be  made  on  the  other  Town  lots  in  the 
coming  years. 

TRA  funds  were  used  to  finish  the  rough  work,  drain- 
age, fill  etc.,  of  the  Tilton  Hill  permanent  improvement. 
Funds  should  be  sufficient  to  put  the  surface  on  early  in 
1968. 

It  is  the  Boards  intent  to  surface  High  Street  with  the 
new  1968  fund.  Some  widening,  graveling  and  base  tar- 
ring are  projected. 

During  the  year  the  Towns  of  Pittsfieid  and  Chichester 
conducted  a  joint  rabies  clinic.  The  service  was  well 
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received  and  many  owners  of  dogs  and  other  pets  took 
the  opportunity  to  have  the  required  rabies  innoculations 
given  at  a  reduced  rate. 

We  would  like,  in  this  report,  to  take  the  opportunity 
to  give  a  most  sincere  public  thank  you  to  our  retiring 
Board  of  Firewards,  Mr.  Clarence  Robie,  Mr.  Edward 
Genest  and  Mr.  Bruce  Adams.  Their  many  years  of  gener- 
ous service  to  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Town  are 
in  the  best  tradition  of  the  Pittsfield  Fire  Department. 
We  and  the  Town  offer  you  gentlemen  our  most  grateful 
thank  you  for  your  service  and  loyalty. 

Once  again  with  a  new  year  upon  us,  let  us  hope  for  the 
very  best  for  our  Town,  our  State  and  our  country.  Let 
us  give  our  untiring  efforts  toward  that  end.

Slowly  and  surely  Carpenter  Memorial  Library  is 
expanding  its  collection  and  adding  to  the  Reference 
Shelves. 

A  1967  edition  of  World  Book  Encyclopedia  was 
purchased,  which  is  of  particular  value  to  our  younger 
students,  as  well  as  a  copy  of  Webster's  Third  New 
International  Dictionary.  Among  especially  generous 
gifts  were  a  handsome  wall  clock  donated  by  the  Pitts- 
field  Womans  Club  in  memory  of  Arthur  Kelley,  and  a 
check  for  $100.00  by  the  Pittsfield  Lions  Club  for  the 
purchase  of  large  type  (or  sight-saver)  books.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  Doctor  F.  B.  Argue  Memorial  Pool  was  opened 
from  June  26th  through  September  2nd  for  a  total  of 
ten  weeks.  Mrs.  Robert  Charron,  director  of  the  Pool, 
was  assisted  by  Donna  Riel  and  Paul  Leduc,  both  Senior 
Life  Savers,  and  were  in  constant  attendance.  Barbara 
Riel  was  ticket  taker. 

The  season  attendance  increased  again  this  year  with 
more  than  112  Pittsfield  children  enrolled  in  morning 
swimming  lessons  and  again  during  free  swim  periods 
in  the  afternoons.  This  year  20  children  passed  their 
Beginners  test,  12  Advanced  Beginners,  4  Swimmers, 
5  Intermediates,  4  Junior  Life  Saving,  and  2  Senior  Life 
Saving. 

Once  again  the  P.  T.  A.  of  Barnstead  requested  that 
their  youngsters  be  included  in  our  morning  classes  for 
two  weeks.  Permission  was  given  because  the  director  of 
the  Pool  felt  that  the  staff  had  the  time  to  teach  this 
group  with  no  interference  to  our  own  program.  The 
Y.M.C.A.  Day  Camp  in  Concord  brought  a  bus  load  of 
swimmers  over  on  several  occasions.  They  paid  admis- 
sion charges  and  brought  their  own  life  guards. 

Before  the  Pool  opens  in  June  it  is  drained,  the  sides 
washed  down,  and  thoroughly  cleaned.  The  water  was 
tested  each  week  by  the  New  Hampshire  Health  Depart- 
ment and  each  time  was  found  satisfactory  for  swimming. 

Each  year  the  Commission  uses  the  proceeds  from  the 
"Citizen  of  the  Year  Dance"  to  improve  the  facilities  at 
the  Pool.  We  hope  to  raise  enough  money  this  year  to 
replace  the  diving  board,  to  dig  out  the  vein  of  iron  that 
runs  through  the  upper  portion  of  the  beach,  and  to 
replace  it  with  new  beach  sand.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


The  Town  of  Pittsfield  was  again  sprayed  for  Dutch 
Elm  disease  by  Don's  Tree  Experts.  Along  with  the 
spraying,  Don's  Tree  Experts  carried  out  quite  an  ex- 
tensive Elm  tree  take  down.  This  year's  take  down  and 
pruning  totaled  approximately  30  Elms  with  the  help  of 
State,  Town  and  Public  Service  Company. 

The  town  also  received  a  report  from  the  Department 
of  Resources  and  Economic  Development.  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust  control  for  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  shows  a 
total  of  1,329  acres  worked.  1,782  currant  and  goose- 
berry bushes  were  destroyed. 

As  may  have  been  noted,  we  did  not  do  any  stump 
removal  in  1967.  We  are  planning  to  clean  them  up  in 
1968,  after  we  have  removed  all  Elms  with  white  tags  on 
them. 

If  anyone  having  trees  tagged  on  personal  property 
(and  there  are  quite  a  few  real  bad  ones  around  town) 
would  contact  us,  we  will  help  with  arrangements  to  have 
these  trees  removed.  This  will  also  be  the  same  for  any- 
one desiring  stumps  removed.

As  I  have  mentioned  before,  more 
work  should  be  done  on  the  alarm  system,  namely  re- 
placing wire  and  connections. 

Weekly  fire  alarm  tests  at  12  noon  Saturday  were 
suspended  during  the  summer  months.

During 
this  time,  we  had  many  fires,  unnecessary  fires  caused  by 
carelessness  and  disregard  for  the  common-sense  fire 
laws  and  regulations.

Let's  work  together 
to  prevent  the  start  of  those  unnecessary  fires  by: 

1.  No  burning  between  9:00  A.  M.  —  5:00  P.  M.  and 
then  only  with  a  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  War- 
den. 

2.  Take  all  debris  and  waste  to  the  town  dump. 

3.  Keep  a  clean,  safe  town  dump. 

4.  Urge  close  supervision  of  children  in  regard  to  use 
of  matches. 

5.  Exercise  care  with  smoking  material  —  use  the 
ashtray.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT  FOR   1967 


Two  water  samples  per  month  were  taken  for  bacterial 
examination  from  ends-of-the-line  at  Richard  Foss', 
Pittsfield  Shoe,  and  Charles  Ayer's.  In  April,  a  large 
sample  was  tested  for  bacterial  and  ten  chemicals.  Two 
samples,  deep  and  shallow,  per  week  were  checked  for 
bacteria  from  the  Forest  B.  Argue  Memorial  Pool.  Sam- 
ple bottles  for  private  wells  are  available  at  3  Page 
Street. 

Attended  Disaster  Institute  on  blood  at  Howard  Rec- 
reation Center  at  New  Hampshire  Hospital. 

Made  seven  inspections  of  various  types.  Chunky 
candy  bar  scare  handled  quickly  by  wholesaler.  Traced 
unknown  sewer  for  Mr.  Bagley,  Catamount  St.  Answered 
questions  and  supplied  kits  concerning  new  Water  Pollu- 
tion law. 

Three  sets  of  samples  from  Berry  Pond  and  reservoir 
were  required  to  follow  algae  growth.  Two  copper  sul- 
fate treatments  needed  for  algae  control.  Dirt  dam  at 
Berry  Pond  burst;  plans  for  new  dam  have  been  ap- 
proved.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Pittsfield 
School  District:  I  respectfully  submit  my  second  annual 
report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

It  takes  very  little  vision  to  become  aware  of  the 
progress  being  made  in  education  in  Pittsfield  as  well 
as  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Progress,  yes,  but  also 
a  very  serious  mounting  problem  of  availability  of  the 
dollars  for  the  support  of  schools  and  the  ever  increasing 
demand  for  qualified  teachers. 

Pittsfield  is  not  a  wealthy  town.  In  fact,  it  is  below  the 
average  for  towns  in  New  Hampshire.  According  to  re- 
cent data,  Pittsfield  has  about  $16,480.00  worth  of  taxable 
property,  as  equalized,  behind  each  student  attending 
school.  The  average  in  New  Hampshire  is  $30,344.00 
while  the  median  is  $26,624.00  per  pupil.  With  this 
limited  taxing  ability,  there  is  still  one  fact  that  re- 
mains; the  students  need  to  be  educated.  This  becomes 
a  staggering  problem.  Regardless  of  where  a  student 
lives  in  New  Hampshire,  he  is  to  have  equal  educational 
opportunities. 

The  State  gives  assistance  in  the  form  of  Foundation 
Aid  to  help  make  it  possible  for  Pittsfield  to  offer  a  good 
sound  educational  program.  If  it  was  not  for  this  aid, 
(Pittsfield  received  over  $60,000  in  1967-68)  the  tax 
payers  would  really  be  hard  pressed.  But  it  is  not 
enough  aid.  Greater  support  is  needed  from  the  State. 

Out  of  a  total  staff  of  38  professional  educators,  17  of 
them  are  teaching  in  Pittsfield  for  the  first  time.  In 
examining  this  high  rate  of  turn  over,  it  is  felt  at  least 
half  of  the  teachers  that  have  left  Pittsfield  would  not 
have  gone  to  teach  elsewhere  if  salaries  were  competi- 
tive. Other  factors  have  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 
The  new  teacher  is  not  only  interested  in  salary  sched- 
ules, fringe  benefits  and  teaching  assignments,  but  they 
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are  also  concerned  with  living  conditions,  recreational 
and  religious  opportunities,  and  the  total  educational 
climate  of  Pittsfield.  Teachers'  salaries  throughout  the 
State  have  been  increasing  annually  and  will  continue  to 
increase  for  years  to  come.  Pittsfield  needs  to  be  competi- 
tive in  obtaining  new  teachers  as  well  as  holding  the 
present  staff.  A  well  qualified,  dedicated  professional 
classroom  teacher  with  adequate  teaching  materials  and 
books  is  the  most  important  aspect  of  the  whole  school 
system. 

As  has  been  indicated,  Pittsfield  is  not  a  wealthy 
town.  How  can  the  tax  base  be  broadened  in  order  to 
give  this  town  the  taxing  ability  necessary  to  remain 
competitive  with  the  continuing  educational  needs?  This, 
I  feel,  is  a  real  challenging  and  serious  problem  for  the 
voters  to  consider.  Can  this  be  done  by  attracting  more 
home  owners,  more  industries,  or  by  combining  with 
other  school  districts? 

I  want  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the  parents, 
business  men,  citizens,  and  all  other  agencies  for  their 
continued  interest  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  Pittsfield,  it 
is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual  report 
as  your  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Pittsfield  has  continued  to  make  a  determined  effort 
to  keep  their  curriculum  updated.  At  the  elementary 
level  Pittsfield  will  purchase  a  new  reading  series  for 
the  1968-1969  school  year.  This  follows  updated  pro- 
grams in  mathematics,  science,  and  language  arts.  The 
new  program  in  reading  will  be  followed  with  an  inten- 
sive in-service  program  to  help  teachers  adjust  to  and 
use  the  new  textbooks  to  the  greatest  possible  advantage. 

Pittsfield  will  also  undertake  a  new  program  in  test- 
ing in  the  elementary  school.  The  new  program  will  test 
both  for  ability  and  achievement  on  a  regular  basis.  This 
is  one  more  stride  toward  finding  pupil  problems  in 
learning  before  the  problem  is  so  severe  that  it  takes 
years  to  correct. 

On  the  secondary  level  Pittsfield's  faculty  is  presently 
working  on  the  implementation  of  a  new  course  in 
science  called  Introductory  Physical  Science  (I.P.S.). 
This  course  will  expand  the  use  of  the  excellent  science 
laboratory  facilities  at  Pittsfield  High  School. 

Also  on  the  secondary  level  the  English  program  at 
Pittsfield  has  been  coordinated  among  the  English 
teachers  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before.  It  is  felt 
that  this  coordination  will  result  in  a  much  stronger  and 
more  meaningful  program  for  the  youth  of  Pittsfield. 

Pittsfield  presently  has  a  number  of  excellent  teachers 
who  have  done  a  great  deal  to  study  the  educational 
programs,  implement  new  ideas,  and  continue  to  give 
the  youth  of  Pittsfield  a  good  education.  These  teachers 
are  generally  those  that  have  remained  in  Pittsfield  for 
more  than  one  or  two  years.  It  is  now  our  desire  to  find 
teachers  who  will  also  remain  in  the  Pittsfield  School 
District  and  build  the  loyalty  and  dedication  exemplified 
by  the  veteran  teachers. 
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We,  in  education,  are  fully  aware  of  the  burden  that 
today's  expanding  educational  needs  have  placed  upon 
local  communities.  It  is  with  this  in  mind  that  we  have 
attempted  to  bring  about  our  structure  and  curriculum 
changes  one  at  a  time.  We  have  also  attempted  to 
evaluate  new  trends  and  ideas  carefully  in  order  to  adopt 
only  the  worthwhile. 

Many  aids  and  programs  are  presently  not  in  use  in 
Pittsfield  due  to  the  cost  of  their  implementation.  We 
feel  that  as  the  tax  structure  within  the  state  changes, 
many  of  the  desirable  but  not  essential  items  and  ser- 
vices may  be  added  to  the  educational  system. 

In  my  second  year  as  your  Assistant  Superintendent 
I  shall  work  toward  the  improvement  of  the  instruction 
in  the  Pittsfield  Schools.  It  is  my  belief  that  with  a  co- 
ordinated effort  we  can  continue  to  improve  the  educa- 
tion of  Pittsfield's  youth.

During  the  past  school  year  townspeople  have  asked 
me  pertinent  questions  in  regard  to  our  educational 
system  in  Pittsfield.  Such  questions  as,  "How  have  our 
schools  changed?",  and  "In  what  direction  are  they 
heading?"  These  questions  concern  not  only  the  wel- 
fare of  our  students  in  Pittsfield  but  also  each  and  every 
resident;  they  realizing  of  course  that  the  future  of  our 
town,  state,  and  country  lies  with  our  youngsters  of 
today. 

Let  me  outline  just  a  few  important  changes  and 
their  resulting  effects  that  have  taken  place  during  the 
last  year. 

1.  Pittsfield  Schools  opened  on  September  6,  1967  with 
478  pupils  enrolled  in  the  High  School  building,  140 
pupils  enrolled  in  the  Grammar  School  building,  and  86 
pupils  enrolled  in  the  Memorial  School  building.  Of  the 
38  faculty  members  presently  employed  in  Pittsfield, 
17  were  new  to  the  system.  I  reiterate  what  past  princi- 
pals have  said  concerning  teacher  turnover;  we  must 
make  a  determined  effort  to  retain  our  good  teachers 
and  decrease  the  large  ratio  of  teacher  replacement  as 
this  determines  to  a  great  extent  the  continuity  of  our 
present  education  programs. 

2.  After  much  research,  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion 
of  the  Pittsfield  School  Board  and  Administration  that 
this  district  reconsider  its  present  First  Grade  Entrance 
Age  Policy.  The  following  change  resulted:  Students  en- 
tering first  grade  must  be  six  years  of  age  on  or  before 
September  30  and  that  any  child  whose  birthday  falls 
between  October  1  and  December  31  be  administered  a 
maturity  test,  and  if  the  child  meets  standards  previously 
established  then  the  child  shall  be  admitted  to  the  first 
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grade.  The  major  contribution  of  such  a  policy  is  having 
first  grade  students  mature  enough  to  cope  with  normal 
first  grade  problems. 

3.  A  remedial  reading  program  was  inaugurated  this 
year  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Mr.  George  Rad- 
cliffe.  His  instructional  program  involves  three  major 
areas  (1)  correlating  and  co-ordinating  our  reading  pro- 
gram in  all  grades,  (2)  individualized  reading  with  the 
5th  and  6th  grade  students,  and  (3)  testing,  evaluating, 
and  teaching  elementary  students  reading  skills  which 
they  are  deficient  in.  This  is  accomplished  by  working  on 
an  individualized  basis  with  students  or  in  groups;  these 
being  comprised  of  individuals  lacking  in  the  same  skills. 

At  the  present  time  Mr.  Radcliffe  is  working  with  25 
students  individually  and  4  groups  of  children  in  which 
40  are  involved.  He  also  works  with  every  student  in 
grades  5  and  6  on  individualized  reading. 

At  the  onset  of  this  program  the  students  were  tested 
and  their  progress  has  been  checked  periodically.  It  is 
quite  evident  that  a  tremendous  amount  of  progress  has 
been  made  in  developing  reading  skills  in  remedial  in- 
stances and  also  generating  a  great  amount  of  interest 
in  reading  amongst  the  students  and  staff. 

4.  On  August  4,  1967  the  Pittsfield  School  Board  re- 
quested the  State  Fire  Marshal  to  completely  examine, 
evaluate,  and  submit  recommendations  concerning  the 
safety  of  the  Pittsfield  Grammar  School. 

The  evaluation  was  conducted  on  August  11,  1967  by 
an  Inspector  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  office,  myself, 
and  the  school  board  members. 

A  thorough  report  was  submitted  by  the  State  Fire 
Inspector  on  September  5,  1967.  The  major  recommenda- 
tions were: 

(a)  Safety  glass  in  all  windows  opening  on,  or  under, 
fire  escapes. 

(b)  Door  with  panic  lock  to  fire  escape  on  first  floor. 

(c)  Install  smoke  doors,  cellar  to  first  floor,  also  first 
floor  to  second  floor. 
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These  items  were  discussed  by  the  Pittsfield  School 
Board  at  their  regular  September  meeting  and  it  was 
the  unanimous  decision  of  all  board  members  to  correct 
all  deficiencies  noted  in  the  Fire  Marshal's  report. 

5.  The  Hot  Lunch  Program  was  completely  re- 
evaluated during  the  summer  of  1967  and  a  new  chef 
was  appointed.  Under  the  capable  supervision  and  man- 
agement of  Mr.  Alexander  Romansky  we  have  experi- 
enced a  tremendous  growth  in  the  Hot  Lunch  Program; 
having  previously  served  on  an  average  of  125  students 
per  day  (1966-67)  to  an  average  of  350  students  per  day 
(1967-68). 

This  increase  can  be  accounted  for  in  the  following 
areas:  (a)  excellent,  well  balanced  meals,  (b)  kitchen 
cleanliness,  and  (c)  personality  of  director;  Mr.  Ro- 
mansky has  excellent  rapport  with  the  students  and  also 
encourages  children  to  try  new  foods. 

This  program  has  been  evaluated  twice  this  year  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Hot  Lunch  Director  and 
found  to  be  meeting  state  requirements. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  this  type  of  service  with  its 
resulting  educational  implications  is  paramount. 

I  have  mentioned  just  a  few  critical  problems  which 
have  been  confronted  and  eventually  resulted  in  change. 
As  our  youngsters  change,  so  must  education  in  Pitts- 
field  change  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  young  people. 

In  conclusion,  I  feel  that  we  have  a  good  school,  and 
the  changes  which  have  resulted  have  been  for  the 
benefit  of  the  town  of  Pittsfield,  New  Hampshire  and 
consequently  its  youth  which  it  serves.  We  recognize 
the  important  role  parents  play  in  the  success  of  any 
school  program,  and  we  earnestly  seek  your  continued 
support.

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FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

of 

Pittsfield  Cooperative  School  District 

Planning  Committee 

Following  our  appointment  by  Moderator  Roland 
Drolet,  your  committee  first  met  on  April  3,  1967.  Since 
that  time,  the  committee  has  met  every  two  to  three 
weeks  in  regular  consultation  with  School  Superinten- 
dent Damon  Russell  and,  first,  with  Mr.  Dale  Doughty 
and,  subsequently,  with  Mr.  Bruce  Smith,  school  princi- 
pals, to  consider  the  advisability  of  forming  a  coopera- 
tive school  district  or  continuing  with  our  own  system. 

During  these  meetings  we  have  attempted  to  evaluate 
the  present  physical  plant  and  curriculum  of  our  school 
system  with  respect  to  its  present  operation  and  to  what 
must  be  accomplished  in  the  years  ahead.  In  the  course  of 
this  evaluation  we  have  made  a  thorough  examination,  in 
full  detail,  of 

1)  All  aspects  of  our  present  physical  plant; 

2)  Enrollment  projections  for  our  system  as  pres- 
ently constituted  for  the  next  five  years  and 
beyond; 

3)  What  the  ideal  elementary  school  program  should 
consist  (first  making  a  determination  on  an 
irrespective-of-cost  basis  and  then  on  the  basis  of 
what  Pittsfield  should  have  and  can  afford); 

4)  The  cost  and  space  requirements  involved  in 
utilizing  the  present  high  school  facility  for  the 
elementary  school  program  Pittsfield  should  have 
and  can  afford; 

5)  A  master  list,  compiled  by  the  committee,  indi- 
cating and  comparing  the  course  offerings  of 
various  New  Hampshire  high  schools,  large,  me- 
dium and  small,  including  Pittsfield; 

6)  An  analysis  of  reasons  for  the  drop-outs  from  our 
school  system  in  recent  years; 
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7)  An  analysis  of  the  pursuits  of  recent  graduates  of 
our  high  school; 

8)  The  per  pupil  costs  of  various  New  Hampshire 
school  systems,  large,  medium  and  small,  includ- 
ing Pittsfield; 

9)  What  the  ideal  junior  high  and  high  school  pro- 
grams for  Pittsfield  should  consist,  using  the 
same  form  of  analysis  as  with  the  elementary 
program  (see  3,  above); 

10)  An  analysis  of  the  cost  of  these  ideal  junior  high 
and  high  school  programs;  and 

11)  The  physical  facilities  of  Kingswood  Regional 
High  School  in  company  with  several  members  of 
the  Alton  School  Study  Committee.  (We  expect  to 
visit  other  newly  constructed  schools.) 

In  the  course  of  this  work  the  committee  spent  many 
hours,  with  the  counselling  of  Mr.  Charles  Marston  of 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  in  a  particularly 
exhaustive  study  of  the  Junior  High  and  High  School 
curricula.  The  committee  approached  this  study  with  the 
philosophy  of  providing  a  program  of  comprehensive 
offerings;  then,  after  an  analysis  of  space  and  staff  re- 
quirements, to  see  if  this  program  can  be  adapted  to  the 
existing  Pittsfield  High  School  facilities. 

This  latter  analysis  is  now  under  way.  When  it  is  com- 
plete and  we  know  whether  the  adaptation  can  be  made, 
we  plan  informal  meetings  with  the  study  committees  of 
neighboring  towns.  From  these  meetings  we  expect  to 
learn  each  other's  problems  and  to  determine  whether 
some  form  of  cooperative  arrangement  can  solve  these 
problems  better  than  each  town  can  working  alone.  This 
determination  must  be  made  in  the  light  of  current 
annual  increases  in  construction  and  operational  costs, 
an  anticipated  increase  in  interest  rates  and  the  present 
level  of  assistance,  state  and  federal,  to  cooperative 
ventures. 
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Not  until  these  meetings  have  been  held  can  your 
committee  reach  definite  conclusions  as  to  the  best 
practical  course  of  future  action  for  our  school  system. 

We  believe  it  to  be  our  responsibility  to  the  citizens 
of  Pittsfield  to  report  what  we  determine  to  be  the 
course  our  community  should  take  - —  and  can  afford  — 
to  insure  that  our  children  shall  have  equal  educational 
opportunities  with  those  of  other  progressive  New  Hamp- 
shire communities.  We  believe  it  to  be  the  responsibility 
of  all  of  us  to  make  sure  that  our  children  have  these 
opportunities.
